BOTH SHOT TO KILL. 


Sensational Shooting Last Night 


on Ohuroh street, 


Tne Woman will Probably Die. 


At sbont 9 o'clock Sunday evening on 


North Churoh street, between Green and 
King streets, two sharp reports of revol- 
vers fired in quick succession, startled 
the people of that vicinity, and Jack Lilly 
rushing out of hia house near bjr found a 
young woman lying on the boulevard in 
front of No. 826 wilh,« bullet in her back 
and groaning with pain. She proved to 
be Miss Effie Bainter nged 20 years. She 
was able to tell Lilly that Will Ammann 
had shot her, and looking northward 
Jack saw a man fleeing in the darkness, 
He called to him to halt, but he kept on 
going and turned .east on King street, 
Jack had a revolver in uis pocket and 
was in the Rot of firing it at tho man but 
did not. 


People rushed out of their homes, 


and soon a great 
crowd 
collected. 


Miss Bainter was taken into Mr. Edward 
Straebaugh's house, near the scene of the 
shooting, and there she was attended by 
Dr. Cass Ohenoweth. He probed for the 
ballet but failed to find it, 
The ball 


oeme from a 38-oaliber revolver and en- 
tered the body below the middle of the 
small of the back, and lodged in the re- 
gion of the womb. At 11:30 o'clock the 
wounded woman was removed to the 
home of her sister, Mrs. Honry Williams, 
at 101G North Water street, a dwelling 
owned by David KaulTman. 


A REJPCBMOAN reporter called at the 


house this forenoon and got Miss Baiu- 
ter's story of the shooting. She ia a rather 
handsome young woman and is a daugh- 
ter of William Bainter, a farmer living 
near Forsyth. She was averse to talking 
at first, but finally consented to relate the 
circumstances of the 
afiTuir. She had 


been keeping company with Ammann for 
two years, and Sunday night she had au 
engagement to meet him at a point on 
North Main street. She waited for him 
but he did not appear. Then ehe came 
down town and met him near Ilubbard 
<4 Ssveaiengen's store, "ife didn't want to 
stop, but I oanght hold of him. Thou we 
walked over on Church street at tho cor- 
ner of Prairie street where we stood talk- 
ing. He didu't want to go home with me 
but ho finally said he would. Wo quar- 
relled all the way and when at about tho 
pliioe where the shooting occurred he 
uaid nornething about doing me harm 
when I pulled out my revolver and shot 
him, 
I didu't intend to kill him—whatjl 


wanted to do was to hurt him right bad. 
After I fired i tripped on u chip and 
fell over, and aa 1 fell Ammauu shot 
me in the back." Marshal Mason and 
Oiliaer Builey hud a talk with the woman 
kst night. She told substantially the 
name stor>, except that Ammnun had told 
her that he would not go with her any 
moro, and that she had made up her 
mind to kill him. On Church street 
bl\o confessed that she got him to walk 
ahead of her on a narrow plank, "Ha 
did so and then I shot. I intended to kill 
him at first, and then I changed my mind 
and thought I would only hnrt hira. He 
hud said we mnat part aud I thought if 
that wnt) the case, one of ns would have 
to die." 
MIHS Bainter told the reporter 


that she had carried the revolver for 
some months thinking she might have 
occasion to use it. 


Tho bullet that struck Ammaunn was 


from a 32-oalibro revolver. It struck him 
oil the thickest part of the skull at the 
back of the head, jnst where the skull 
joins the neck, find it flattened itself 
against the bone. After the shooting 
Ammann went to Dr, W. J. Chenoweth's 
office and that surgeon worked an hour 
to remove the metul which seemed as it 
it had been melted. Had it struck an 
eighth of au inch to the right or left he 
would have been a dead man, Mr. Am- 
maun went home immediately and to-day 
he reported to Maishul Mason as he had 
promised to do last night. 


This forenoon he appeared before Jus- 


tice MoG-orray and waived examination. 
His bail was placed at $1,01)0, and he 
gave .his father, 0. Ammuiin, and D. A. 
Alutlit as security for his appearance at 
the May term of court if he is wanted. 


The police say that Mies Bainter bears 


an unsavory reputation; that she has 
caused trouble in one family, and that 
she had been ordered oil" the streets of the 
city. 


Mi'. Ammann's story of the aB'air is 


substantially tho same as that told by the 
young woman. 


The revolver with which Miae Bainter 


fired at Amamnnn was picked up near the 
scene uf the shooting by Peter Melchoirs 
and subsequently given to Marshal Ma- 
son. Three of the ohumbais were empty. 


Miss Bainter's condition is considered 


very critical by the surgeons. If the bul- 
let haa not struck a vital spot she may 
recover. She appears to be icdillereiit as 
to her fate, and emiled when told of the 
effect of the shot she tired ut Aramaun.
